The Coal Strike. 


Although the coal strike began tech- 
nically on Saturday, its effects will not 
begin to make themselves felt until to- 


| demonstration. To a large number of 
them the order to cease work came as a 
surprise, as many who voted against the 
Acceptance of the datum line prpposals 
had no intention of voting for a strike. 
The feeling among the men, therefore, is 
by no means unanimous, althoggh in 
South Wales the “wild” men are re- 
joicing and indulging in all sorts of ex- 
travagant talk. They will not Hear of 
compromise ; the men should be asking for 
4s. instead of 2s. per shift; and there 
will be a fight to the finish. This is the 
kind of thing one expects from extiremists 
on the first day of a strike; but the 
speech of Mr. Noah Ablett at Merthyr on 
Saturday has a sinister ring about it and 
deserves attention.

The following account ‘ of Sinn Fein 
methods of enforcing its decision has been issued 
from Dublin’ Castle.

A lighted candle was then given him and he was 
told “by the time that candle burns out you 
will perhaps have decided to change your mind 
and abide by the decision of the Court.” The 
vault. which contained five coffins. was then 
closed, and his captors departed, leaving the 
unfortunate victim entombed. His tormentors 
did not return for twenty-four hours, by which 
time the candle had long since burnt out leav. 

Under 
threats of a repetition of the treatment he had 
suffered he paid the sum demanded.

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FIFTY ‘PERSONS INJURED.

The following official report was issued yes- 
terday from Dublin Castle :—On Saturday after- 
noon rioting broke out between Nationalists aud 
Unionists in Belfast. At Louisa street and Old 
Park road the police were attacked by both 
parties and three were dangerously wounted 
during a period of revolver-firing. Owing to 
the serious character of the disturbanve, the 
military charged and fired, with the result that 
two of the rioters were killed, and fifty 
weunded were taken for treatment to hospital. 
At a later hour rioting broke out in the Old 
Lodge road and in the neighbourhood of Stan- 
hope street, but on the arrival of the military 
and police the rioters dispersed.

Mr. Asquith, speaking at Neweastle on Satur- 
day, referred at the outset to the menace of 
the coal strike. Turning to the Irish ques- 
tion, he said that he spoke with certain 
diffidence. In the course of the past week he 
had been described by the Prime Minister as a 
lunatic, and by Sir Edward Carson as a traitor. 
(Laughter.) It was gratifying to find that 
when his intellectual and moral shortcomings 
had been so widely advertised by such eminent 
authorities, there was still a handful of people 
in Neweastle not ashamed or’ afraid to be in 
his presence.

SOLICITORS AND DAIL EIREANN. 


The following results of courtsmartial have 
been communicated for publication :— s 

Patrick Landers, of Listowel, was tried by a 
District Courtmartial, held at Limerick on the 
2let.

Daniel Ryan, of Tipperary, Co. Tipperary, 
was charged before District Courtmartial, 
held at Victoria Barracks, Cork, on the 9th 
October, under D.R.R. 9 A.A. The evidence 


showed that at Tipperary on the 30th Sep- 
tember, at about 11.15 p.m., the accused ap- 


proached two sergeants of the Lincoln Regiment 
who were returning to barracks. On being 
asked what he was doing he etarted to run 
away, pulling a revolver out of his pocket. . He 
was disarmed by the sergeant who searched 
him and found 24 rounds of ammunition in his 
pocket. . The revolver taken from the accused 
was loaded, and the witness fired four rounds 
from it to keep back the crowd which was 
threatening them. The accused, who was not 
legally represented, refused to recognise - the 


Court or make any statement. He was found 
guilty and sentenced to imprisonment with hard ! 


labour for 18 months. 
THREAT TO A POLICEMAN. 

" John O'Reilly, of Crossmolina, Ballina, was 
charged before a District Courtmartial, held at 
Galway on the let October, with offences againet 
Reg. 9 A.A., D.R.R., and Reg. 4 ROL. A 
meegg constable stated that on the 7th Septem- 
er he was in Crawley’s publichouse when he 
saw the accused and heard him talking to a 
barman.

He 
was then ordered to go home and to make no 
report. The accused made‘no statement when 
arrested on the night of the 8th-Oth September. 
He refused to recognise the Court, but called 
his father to prove that at the time of the 
“hold-up” he was working in a quarry three- 
uarters of a mile away.

Str,—One wonders-whether the people who 
initiate and promote strikes, or those who reck- 
lessly inflate the volume of municipal taxation, 
ever give a thought to the vicious. circle in 
which :the results of their operaticha revolve.
